In eaeh eity or to\vn, under the 
Scandinavian system, the salu of intoxi- 
cating litinors is allotted Lti a single cor- 
poration, more than half ilio manage- 
ment of wliiohnmst be total abstinents. 
The superintendent must be sueh. The 
corporation is allowed to receive 4 to 6 
per cent on tliu capital invested, no 
inory. Tho rest of tho money goes to 
public uses, but not to finch as require- 
taxation to sustain them. Tho Ikrnur 
store must bo closed at 6 or 7 in tho 
evening. 


City Ou'norsliip ofa Kailroad. 
The New York rapid transit bill 


signed by Governor Flower provides a 
way whereby the city mtiy ov,-n and 
operate its own street railway. The bill 
names a rapid transit commission, ^ho 
commission previously appointed had 
made plans and specifications and ob- 
tained the consent of the necessary num- 
ber of property owners along the route 
they hud selected. Tlie new commission 
will therefore find this woi'k already 
done for them if t hey accept tho work 
as it is. 


The plan adopted is substantially that 


elaborated by Hon. Abram S. Hewitt 
and called the Chamber of Commerce 
rapid transit bill. 
-Mr. Hewitt's idea 


was that a private corporation should 
build tho new road -with tho city's aid. 
Tho private corporation will operate the 
road for u term of years—30 yeara was 
the time originally contemplated by Mr. 
Hewitt—then all wiil bo turned over to 
the municipality at it£ just valne. 


This idea is in accordance \vith tho 


undoubted tendency of tho tinio to place 
railroads, telegraphs and other public 
works under government control, na- 
tional, stato or municipal, as tho case 
may bo. The bill as adopted contains 
a referendum clause, which shows an- 
other tendency of the time. The ques- 
tion of tlio eity's controlling the rapid 
transit system is to bo fculjinitted to a 
voto of tho people of New York next 
fall, and us they dccidu so will bo set- 
tled tho mutter. If they vote no, then 
municipal rapid transit will "bo killed 
for tlio time.

A SILVER AVALANCHE. 


A Sltdn of Two:Million Silver Dollars at the 


PiiiluOfljt liia Mint. 


A portion of the $50,000,000 that was 


scored jiway in vimlt C at tlio mint 
came very close to 1 icing a cause of dis- 
aster to several clerks who were count- 
ing the coin on Tuesday afternoon. An 
uvnluncho of pilvor dollars, released 
from their bundles through tho rotting 
of the bugs, poured down into tho space 
where the clerks 'vere standing, and 
only through their hasty escape was a 
loss of life prevented. 


The coin was piled up iu bags to a 


height of 13 foot nii'l a width of S foot. 
The vault is damp, and the bags had 
become moldy and irail. 


About 3 o'clock, a s 'Weliugton Morris, 


an employee, was standing on top of 
the pile raking in somo loose dollars, 
he trod into a bag, and the silver dollars 
at onto began to alii lo out. Like a enow- 
mil ou a mountain Bide, the^jiafls of 
diver dollars grow in. size. There was 
an ominous nimble, and tho clerks at 
:he foot nf the pile looked up iu EOT- 
:>rifie. Seeing the impending danger, a 
wild break was mudo for the door. Se- 
rious injury to Won is was feared, but he 
succeeded in escaping unhurt. 


The impact of tho dollars shook the 


mint building ns l>y an earthquake, and 


uso excitement prevailed among the 


employees. 
It is estimated that the 


amount which fd". was valued at fully 
$2,000,000 amUvui.KhGrt 112,000 pounds.

A still further reason for this great 


superionty is the innate artistic 
sense of the French printer, or more 
properly the pressman. In other 
countries, where the engraver ami 
printer are looked upon by the illus- 
tratoi us his natural enemies, into 
whoso Imnds a drawing is given 
grudgingly, the statement, which is 
not infrequently made by tho French 
artist, that the reproduction or trans- 
lation of the original into printed 
torrn is as edlectivo in its way as the 
drawing itself, is calculated to excite 
derision. —Scribner's Magazine.
